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The  arrangement  of  this  bull  pen  provides  safety  in  feeding,  water- 
ing, and  exercising  the  bull,  also  in  cleaning  the^pen  and  breeding 
cows.  The  upper  part  of  the  south  wall  of  the  pen  is  open  to  admit 
hght  and  air.  It  may  be  closed,  however,  in  very  cold  areas  or  dur- 
ing cold  seasons.  In  hot  climates  it  mav  be  advisable  to  insulate 
the  ceiling  and  to  install  large  gable-end  louvers  to  provide  cooler 
shade.  The  sliding  gate  to  the  paddock,  or  yard,  is  controlled  from 
the  feed  alley.  The  gate  to  the  breeding  stall  is  operated  from  out- 
side the  paddock.  Note  the  removable  post  at  the  paddock  gate 
1  his  feature  permits  opening  the  gate  wide  for  passage  of  the  buU 
or  cleaning  equipment.  It  is  important  to  use  a  type  of  hinge  that 
prevents  the  bull  from  lifting  the  gate. 

This  is  a  frame  building;  the  floor  is  concrete.     Wood  fence  posts 
should  be  pressure  treated  with  preservative. 

Complete  details  for  construction  of  the  breeding  rack  (Plan  5037) 
are  shown  on  the  back  of  this  sheet. 


A  more  complete  plan  may  be  obtained  through  your  county 
agent  or  from  the  Extension  Agricultural  Engineer  at  most  State 
agricultural  colleges.      There  is  usually  a  small  charge.
